DUBLIN, Jan. 9.—Peace prospects once 
@gain have undergone \an_ adverse 
change. The optimistic atmosphere of 
the past few days is displaced by one 
of gloomy forebodings. This is due. to 
‘the fact that conversations between the 
Premier and the emissary of Sinn Fein, 
Father O’Flanaghan, which took place 
in London, have disclosed an unyielding 
attitude on both sides. 
_ Father O’Flanaghan, understand, was 
fm touch with the Sinn Fein leaders be- 
fore he left for London, and it became 
apparent that their attitude was one of 
unequivocal hostility to the new Home 
Rule act, I learn the Premier insisted 
that the act must be accepted, but inti- 
mated he would be willing to listen to 
any suggestions which the Council for 
Ireland, provided for under the act, 
might bring forward -once the Parlia- 
ment is constituted. 


Sinn Fein is understood to have de-|- 


cided to contest the elections, and with 
the majority of their candidates on the 
run or interned, there 1s little doubt 
among students of politics here they 
‘would secure a substantial majority at 


_ the polls, even under proportional repre- 


sentation. -For a candidate who is 
“under the shadow of the oppressor ”’ is 
much more powe: Ireland than 
candidate that is We mimeiies, 
It is comméndatory upon this attitude 
od Irishmen toward imprisonment under 
“alien ’’ Government that, although 
there are more than 800 of them in- 
terned, not twenty have appealed against. 
the orders to the special committees re- 
cently established to decide such ap- 
peals. It is' admitted that a fair pro- 
portion of them could prove that there is 
mo more definite charge against them 
than mere suspicion. 
This is a factor in the situation which

speculation upon the probability of the 
Government releasing all interned can- 
didates and granting safe conduct to 
those who are fugitives. 

In contesting the elections the object 
of Sinn Fein would be to demonstrate 
ftg strength in the country, which the 
leaders believe to be still omnipotent. 
After this coup has been achieved it is 
expected the Sinn Fein M. P.’s would 
render the act inoperative by boycotting 
the Parliament, leaving the Viceroy no 
other course than to dissolve it and sub- 
stitute an advisory council which would 
mean continuation of the éxisting condi- 
tions with few differences,

Greeted Here by Throng, He 
Says Ireland Expects Free- 
dom or Annihilation. 











PASSIVE ON HOME RULE 


Attitude of People to Depend on 
Enforcement Methods—wWill 
Testify at Washington. 


Donal O'Callaghan, Lord. Mayor of 
Cork, declared soon after his arrival 
here~yesterday that England might at- 
tempt to enforce Home Rule in Ireland. 
If she did so, the people of Ireland, he 
said, would offer paasive resistance yntil 
they .saw “how it worked out.” But 
he added immediately that the people 


&} of the south and west of Ireland did not 


want Home Rule, and that just two 
things were possible in the Irish situa- 
tion—freedom or annihilation. 

In spite of protests by the Allied 
Loyalty League, which, headed by James 
H. Beck, urged his deportation in @ 
letter to Secretary Colby, the Lord 
Mayor confidently asserted yesterday 
that he would remain in this country 
several months. He expects arrest on 
sight by Crown forces upen his return. 
O'Callaghan and Peter J. MacSwiney, 
brother of the late Irish hunger striker, 
who landed at Newport News as stow- 
aways on the American steamer West 
Cannon last week, arrived at the 
Pennsylvania station from Washington 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Several thousand shouting and strug- 
gling persons, most of whom were mem- 
bers of the American Association for 
the Recognition of the Irish Republic, 
gad grouped themselves about the plat- 
form stairways in the lower level of 
the Pennsylvania station, and the Lord 
Mayor's coat nearly was torn from his 
back as hands shot out to bid him wel- 
come. The police finally cleared a way 
to the Thirty-third Street entrance of the 
station. 


Crowd Fellows Visitors’ Taxicab. 


4 crowd which grew rapidly followed 
the taxicab carrying O'Callaghan and 
Mac#winey to the Hotel Wolcott in West 
Thirty*firat Street, near Fifth Avenue, 
where an impromptu reception was held 
in the hotel parlor. Then, as the aug- 
mented crowd in the street stood cheer- 
ing, the Lord Mayor and MacSwiney 
appeared on the balcony of the third 
floor and thé former responded briefly, 
saying he was giad to be in the Unitéd 
States and that he had received nothing 
but kindness since his arrival. k 

Following the reception, both O’Calla- 
ghan and MacSwiney posed on the.roof 
of the Hotel Wolcott for a battery of 
‘ atill’’ and motion picture photogra- 
phers which had been unable to get a 
picture in the station because of the 
crowd. Draped across the Lord Mayor's 
vest was his chain of office, an insignia 
handed down, he said, from the days 
when Cork was spelled Corke, and cor- 
poration ‘‘ corporaytione.” 

Calmly calculating the possible effect 
of his replies, the Lord Mayor related 
something of conditions in Cork and told 
of Ireland’s aspirations, He did not 
bitterly denounce Eingland in general 
terms, considering chiefly the political 
aspects of the Irish situation, 

‘** Do you look for peace in Ireland be- 
fore you go back? "’ he was asked. 


Sees Litile Hope for Peace. 


** While I sincerely hope so, I really do 
not believe there is much chance," Lord 
Mayor O’Callaghan replied. ‘‘ England 
does not want peace at the moment, and 
this quasi;peace campaign of hers is 
not serious. If it is, we'll soon be able 
to tell. The representatives of the Irish 
Republican Parliament may seasily be 
approached on this subject. But Ire- 
land will have peace only with inde- 
pendence—nothing short of that.’’ 

Asked what the Dajl Nireann might 
accept as a compromise, he replied: 

“It is possible that England might 


tempt to set up the machinery.’* 

“Would the Irish people resist ‘this 
forcibly? *’ 

** It would, of course, depend upon the 
method of enforcement,” he replied. 
“That might change conditions fer a 
time, as the people would accept it, with 
a@ non-resistant, passive policy, to-see 
how it worked out, before they took any 
definite steps. 

“( We realize that the fight for freedom 
is ours, but for the merest humani- 
tarian reasons, naturally, we should ex- 
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seek to enforce Home Rule—might at-.

Speotal to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Secretary of 


naval court of inquiry would be con- 
vened to investigate the circumstances

Expecting that the ‘’lost’’ aeronauts 
of the A-5598 might finish their trip out

GIRL SHOT TRYING 
TO SHIELD FIANCE 


Throws Herself in Front of Him 
as Assailant Fires Third 
Bullet. 




















IN HOSPITAL AND MAY DIE 


Brother-in-Law of Man At- 
tacked, Arrested; Blames Him 
for Separation From Wife. 


| A successful effort to ‘shield John J. 
Burns, the man she..was to marry within 
three months, from the bullets of an- 
other man early this morning, sent Miss 
Mary Martin, 26 years old, of 1,020 Sec- 
ond Avenue, in a dying condition ‘ the 
Reception Hospital. Peter Gernett of 
405 Hast Twenty-ninth Street, the man 
who attacked Burng, whe is a decorated 
Sixty-ninth Regiment veteran, was 
lockea up in the East Fifty-first Street 
Station to await the outcome of the 
girl’s injuries. 

According to the police, Gernett and 
his wife separated a month ago, the 
parting taking place at the suggestion 
of Burns, a brother of Mrs. Gernett. 
Detectives said that Burns told them 
his sister had complained of her hus- 
band’s temper and that he had finally 
told her the best thing would be a sepa- 
ration. _ Agreeing, the wife and the 
couple’s three children went to live with 
Burns and his family at 1,018 Second 
Avenue. _ 

Last night, the detectives said, Burns 
came out of the vestibule of his home. 
He paused for a few moments and then 
started down Second -Avenue. As he 
did so, the police version ran, Gernett, 
who had been apparently waiting a few 
doors below, came out. 

“« Jack,’’ the detectives quoted him as 

saying, “you are going to get yours 
Row!” - 
. With this remark, the police allege, 
Gernett drew a revolver and began 
pumping bullets at Burns. The man 
had fired: twice, both shots going wild, 
when Miss Martin came out of her 
home. Before another shot could be 
fired the girl ran out to the middle of 
the sidewalk. 

“‘Stop!’! she screamed, but the de- 
tectives said that Gernett lifted his 
revolver for another shot. 

Before he could pull the trigger, how- 
ever, Miss Martin flung herself toward 
Burns, shielding him. The man with 
the gun fired. The bullet hit the girl 
in the left arm, glanced off and lodged 
below her heart. She fell and Burns 
was again an open target. The police 
declared that Gernett fired another shot 
at the overseas veteran before turning 
to flee. 

The reports were heard by Policeman 
Charles Healey of the Bast Fifty-first 
Street Station, a block away. Drawing 
hig revolver, he chased Gernett. Healey 
emptied the magazine of his weapon 
before the fugitive stopped. 

At the police station Gernett accused 
Burns of coming between him and his 
wife, and the ex-soldier replied with the 
charge that Gernett had beaten the 
former, Lillien Burns. According to the 
police, forty-five cartridges were found 
on Gernett. 


HARDING RESIGNS 
OHIO SENATORSHIP 


Forwards Letter to Incoming Re- 
publican Governor, Who 
Will Name Willis. 





MARION, Ohio, Jan. ,9.—President- 
elect Harding resigned today, asa United 
States Senator from Ohio, forwarding 
his letter of resignation to Colu.nbus for 
the action of the newly-elected Repub- 
lican Governor, Harry.L. Davis, who 
will assume office tomorrow. 

The move was in accordance with the 
President-elect's announced purpose to 
give up his Senate seat as soon as the 
change in the State Administracion took 
place. Governor-elect Davis has indi- 
cated. that Frank B. Willis, who was 
elected Senator for the term beginning 
March 4, would be nagned to fil) the 
vacancy, 

Ex-Governor Willis was elected to 
serve for six years from March 4, 1921, 
to succeed Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
Democrat, whose term expires then. 

Following the wishes of Mr. Willis, Mr. 
Harding made Jan. 15 the effective date 
of hfs resignation. By giving up his 
Senatorial office then, the President- 
elect will be able to devote the last six 
weeks before his inauguration wholly to 
preparation for the duties of his admin- 
istration.

A POISON MYSTERY 


Autopsy on Victims of Drinking 
Bout Reveals Traces of 
Cyanide of Potassium. 











TWO OTHERS IN HOSPITAL 


Liquor Bought in Saloon on 
the Bowery and Drunk in 
Newark, Survivors Say. 


Two men died in Newark, N. J., yes- 
terday from drinking whisky that was 
poisoned or contained wood alcohol, and 
two are in the City Hospital there.: The 
deaths followed a drinking bont in a 
furnished room at 86 Walnut Street, 
during which the four men drank the 
contents of two pint flasks of supposed 
whisky purchased in a saloon on the 
Bowery, near Chatham Square, New 
York City, The deaths were at first 
supposed to have been due to wood al- 
cohol poisoning, but Dr. George L. War- 
ren, County Physician, said after an 
autopsy that there were unmistakable 
evidences of the presence of cyanide of 
potassium in the organs .of the dead 
men. A chemical analysis will deter- 
mine whether the Newark police have 
a murder mystery or whether the deaths 
were due to adulterated liquor. 

The dead men are Michael Brown, 223 
East Twelfth Street, and William H. 
Massey of New Brighton, Pa. The two 
in the hospital are Joseph Stevenson, 
who had a room at the Walnut Street 
address, and Daniel Reardon of New 
Brighton, who had been staying with 
Stevenson temporarily. Stevenson and 
Reardon were held. as material wit- 
nesses. ; 

According to Stevenson and Reardon, 
they met Brown Massey Saturday 
night and visitéd with them a number 
of saloons on the Bowery, All four 
men are canvassing salesmen, and were 
acquainted. According to Stevenson, 
Brown pawned his overcoat for $5 after 
they ran out of money, and purchased 
with it two pint flasks of supposed 
whisky. They took the two flasks to 
the room occupied by Stevenson and 
Reardon in Newark, and drank the con- 
tents. 

Stevenson said he became il] in the 
night, but went to sleep again. He waa 
awakened in the ee by Reardon, 
who told him that he believed some- 
thing ‘was the matter with Brown, who 
was sprawled out in a chair. ‘Stevenson 
said they first tried to awaken Brown 
and then Massey, and finally decided 
that both were dead. He said that he 
and Reardon became frightened and 
walked the streets for an hour before 
they decided to report the deaths at Po- 
lige Headquarters. 

here Police Surgeon J. Henry Clark 
diagnosed the illness of Stevenson and 
Reardon as wood alcohol pricentna, be- 
cause Stevenson apr be, Eving 
blind in one eye, a poi effect 
wood alcohol. e directed that the two 
men, who were held pending an inves- 
tigation of their story, be sent to a 
hospital. 

Dr. Warren in performing the autopsy 
said he detected the unmistakable or 
of cyanide of potassium, and also 
clared that the stomach of one of them 
showed traces of. the action of this 
poison. Dr. Alfred BE. Edel was directed 
to make a chemical analysis of the or- 
opel the dead men, and also of a 
easpoonful of the fluid which remained 
in one of the flasks. Both physicians 
were puzzled as to how Stevenson and 
Reardon escaped death if the poison was 
cyanide of potassium, the action of 
which is usually fatal and immediate. 

Massey was discharged from the 
United States Army last August, after 
twenty-two years of service. He had

WASHINGTON, Jan, 9.—The Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, an or- 
ganization with a membership of about 
four hundred thousand, has ‘started a 
campaign against certain railroad inter- 
ests, which are charged with attempting, 
‘in collusion with’ J. P. ‘Morgan & Co., 
the United States Steel Corporation and 
other financial and industrial institu- 
tions, to disrupt union labor and bring 
about conditions that will favor: big 
business to the detriment of the working 
men. 

There has been trouble brewing for 
some time and certain leaders of or- 
ganized labor have alleged that indus- 
tries were laying off men with a double 
purpose, which included an assault upon 
the power of the labor organizations. 
A petition filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by W. Jett 
Lauck, a former Secretary of the War 
Labor Board, in behalf of William H. 
Johnston, President of the Machinists’ 
organization, was made public here to- 
night, and is said to foreshadow a de- 
termined effort on the part of the work- 
ers to get their charges aired before 
the public. 

The petition, in effect, alleges that 
repair shops, throwing thousands of ma- 
chinista and other employes out of work, 
and are giving their locomotive and 
freight car repair work to large private 
équipment companies, at @ cost some 
times three and four times in excess 
of the sum at which -the work could 
have been done in théir own shops: The 
amount involved is alleged to be $750,- 
000,000 annually. 

Reports 32,000 Men Laid Off. 


Records show, it is held, that as many 
as 32,000 men have been laid off at 
railroad shops only to find that they 
face far different conditions when seek- 
ing employment at the shops of private 
corporations. In some instances it is 
alleged by union leaders that these 
workers are employed only if they sur- 
render their union cards, In the shops 
of the railroads the workers have cer- 
tain protection and rights under the 


‘Transportation act, legislation which 


does not cover private shops..

The machinists ask the Interstate 
Comme: Commission to stop the prac- 
tice and make the railroads show why 
they cannot keep their shops open and 
do their own work. It is accepted by 
the machinists that the Interstate Com- 
meree Commission has no jurisd‘ction in 
regard to. disputes between labor and 
capital, but in this instance, it Is held 
that funds which are paid by the public 
are being used’ through the carriérs to 
fight organized labor and that under 
such circumstances it is a matter for 
official investigation. 


Said to Be Part of Larger Pilot. 


The general charge that there is a 
widespread movement by certain finan- 
cial and industrial interests to destroy 
organized labor is developed in the peti- 
tion, the alleged action of the railroads 
being cited as an instance in the larger 
plot. : 

It is held, for instance, that the Inter- 
church World Movement was disrupted 
because it advocated collective bargain- 
ing in the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and that the United States Steel 
Corporation again showed its hand in 
the investigation before the Lockwood 
Committee in New York, hefore which, 
it is held, evidence was produced that 
the steel corporation as well as the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company refused to furnish 
fabricated. steel to construction com- 
panies in New York who employed mem- 
bers of labor unions. It also is alleged 
that the United States Steel is behind 
the refusal to grant collective bargain- 
ing in the coal fields of: West Virginia 
and Alabama, 

The union interests have been seeking 
means by which to bring their case be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the public since Congress 
adopted ‘the proposed amendment to the 
Clayton act exteriding for one year the 
right of railroads to have repair work 
done in private shops in which its of- 
ficiala were interested. President Wil- 
son vetoed the resoluton, but it is held

Into County Administrations 
Arouses Opposition.

ALBANY, Jan. 9.—There ts little indi- 
cation that the Legislature when it meets 
again on Wednesday evening will take 
affirmative action on either the Robin- 
son-Steinberg or the Meyer regolution 
providing for a new “ Lexow’”’ investi- 
gation of New York City affairs: under 
Legislative auspices. It is more likely 
that both measures, which upon intro- 
duction were referred to the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, will remain in the.cus- 
tody of that committee, pending action 
on the Governor’s recommendation that 
his powers under tha Sherman-Moreland 
act be broadened so as to permit him 
to order an investigation of municipal 
governments throughout the State, even 
wheré no charges have been filed, 

It is problematical what the Legisla- 
ture will do with regard to this recom- 
mendation. If only New York City were 
involved there would be little doubt. But 
in demanding powers that would give 
him authority to proceed to an investi- 
gation of New York City affairs, the 
Governor found it necessary to demand 
equal powers with regard to county ad- 
ministrations, for in New York county 


lack of power to investigate counties 
would render any investigation of the: 
city administration itself ineffective if. 
not impossible. 

The political bosses throughout the 
State do not want a wholesale investi- 
gation of county administrations, such 
as would be not only possible but likely 


vesting in Governor Miller the powers 
he has asked for. Under the limited 
authority to inquire into county admini-

In nearly every instance 
the county administrations up-State are 
under Republican control and have been 
for a long time. In most counties, in 
fact, the Republican sway has never 
been disturbed by a local Democratic 
victory. Hence the Governor's own 
party would be the principal sufferer 
from any disclosures such investigations 
might lead to. 

It is expected that the Legislature 
will be asked during the present week 
to take affirmative action on the ap- 
peal of the Leckwood committee for 
an extension of time and a broadening 
of its powers.

NAVAL BALLOONISTS 
ACHIEVED A RECORD 


Lieut. Kloor’s Skill in Dangerous 
Flight Praised by Lieut. 
- Eddy. 


A new record for free ballooning has 
been set by the three naval aeronauts 
now on their way back from Canada, in 
the opinion of Lieutenant M. F. Eddy, 
Intelligence Officer at the Rockaway 
Park Navai Air Station. 

“It is now known,”’ said Lieutenant 
Eddy yesterday, ‘‘that the Navy Bal- 
loon AS55098 made a ‘crash’ -or ‘rip 
cord’ landing in Canada when the three 
navy. flyers, Lieutenants Kloor, Farrell 
and Hinton, were so unceremoniously 
spilled out of its rattan basket. The let- 
ters of Lieutenants Hinton and Kloor 
have made it possible for Rockaway na- 
val aviators to reconstruct very accu- 
rately the story of their very perilous 
and most remarkable flight. It is quite 
certain that navalaviation contains no 
similar chapter in its ahaa A of hair- 
raising flights, and the handling of the 
ig gas bag under the guidance of Lieu- 
tenant Kloor now stands revealed as a 
notable achievement in free ballooning. 
It is Hkely that a new record for free 
ballooning has been set. 

Speaking of the gale which struck the 
balloon in the ‘Adirondacks, Lieutenant 
Eddy said: 

“Only the knowledge and skill and 
judgment and courage of young Kloor, 
gained in many previous but more 
normal flights, could save them,: for 
he knew that at such speed a landing 
was out of the question. Once they did 
unexpectedly strike tree tops with their 
drag rope in the terrifying darkness and 
were thence shot forward keenly alive to 
their danger, for a punctured gas en- 
velope is the big danger. in every bal- 
loon hop. This rope is carried to act as 
just such a premature warning of an 
unpremeditated descent, and the warn- 
ing cannot be ignered. 

“ e aeronauts had undoubtedly 
thought themselves at a safe altitude 
when the fury of—the storm sudden! 
rushed them straight toward the éarth 
for hundreds of feet. Finally they 
worked themselves free without damage 
to car or gas envelope. P 

“** Get light’ was thé order then, and 
all hands threw over precious ballast, in 
order. to ighten ship so that they could 
soar away and above the menace of the 
storm-swept forests. Telegraph poles 
were blown down that night, as next 
day’s reports showed, and the pilots 
did the only thing ge pty to make the 
ship: live through till daylight. Morning 
found them high above a stormy coun- 
try,~out of sight of the grgqund. By 
watching the altimeter they tinued to 
— a. painfully cold altitude 5,000 
eet. ; 

‘* Three times they released gas enough 
to sink to a lower altitude in search for 
a landing place, Each time they dropped 
into a dangerous storm. Each loss of 
altitude was compensated for by release 
of ballast. The art learned in student 
balloonist ,days of trickling sand out 
nee one’s fingers for a gradual lift 
was disregarded in the necessity for get- 
ting away from the tree tops, rene so 
angrily whipped by the northern bliz- 


rd. 
‘The last ascension was accomplished 
only by sacrificing every pound of weight 
detachable. Yet a nap altitude was re- 
quired to maintain flight. This condi- 
tion made necessary a dizzy swoop to 
the earth bid valving. When the dog 
was heard they landed from 6,500 feet. 
How silently they travelled to hear this 
sound a mile below them! They struck 
miles beyond the point where they start- 
ed to valve down.s And when they land- 
ed they: struck jn a.tumbled heap, be- 
cause the lifting power of the- gas bag 
decreased with its altitude. As they ap- 
proached the hungry treetops, fear rode 
with them for their speed of descent rap- 
idly increased, while their forward travel 
was -still maintained. Then they prob- 
ably ripped the gas bag with the emer- 
gency cord. | 

** Rockaway officers feel that the dar- 
ing of these pilots has demonstrated new 
possibilities of free ballooning in a most 
amazing way. It is considered by them 
to be a miracle of good balloon handling 
that enabled three men under such cir- 
cumstances to land and live uninjured.”

Seven policemen = of Kearny, N. ‘Jz, 
armed with rifles,- took strategic posts 
on a Pennsylvania locomotive! and tender 
yesterday. morning and made ‘a flying 
trin “three miles from Kearny to a Penn- 
syivania railroad tower in. the Meadows 
where a towerman had teléphoned that 
a gang of bandits were shooting at him. 
*With muzzles pointing out of the cab 
and from each side of the tender, the 
locomotive came speeding to the tower. 
The armed men jumped off and scat- 
tered over the ground around the tower, 
finding cover and looking for robbers. 
The windows of the tower were found to 
be Shattered by bullets, but the ‘assail- 
ants had disappeared. The policemen 
shouted up to the tower that it was safe 
to comé down, and Joseph May, 19 years 
ald, the towerman, descended. : ; 

‘* Three men’ came here half an hour 
ago,’’ he said, ‘‘ and held me up when 
I came down from the tower for some 
coal. ‘They searched me and took all 
that I had, 75 cents. They were angry 
because they got so little, and thought 
I was hiding it. They insisted that I 
had just. been paid off and ought to- 
have.my money with me. Finally I 
cohvinced them that I had po more 
money and they went off, .

They have been thrown out of 
their homes, haye been denied the right 
of free assemblage, have been subjected 
to the brutal treatment of a private 
army of gunmen, guards and thugs em- 
ployed by the coal operators, and to the 
repressive military. regulations which 
have been established by State and Fed- 
eral troops ordered into these mining 
communities. 

‘““The fact that, thousands of men, 
women and children. are living in tents 
during these bitter cold wintry days 
and nights, fighting, and struggling for 
recognition, “the right to bargain ‘col- 
lectively, and for justice, excites our 
most profound sympathy.

DUBLIN, Jan. 9.At the end of my 
@ormer article I spoke of the task of the 
Government in Ireland. The methods by 
Which it has sought to accomplish this 
task are, of course, open to criticism 
from various points of view. Mrs. 
{ gays that these methods have 
been consistently brutal and oppressive. 
Others would prefer to say théy have 
Been almost uniformly vacillating. and 


But Mrs. Green attacks not only the 
@Pethods of the Government, she vilifies 
misrepresents its very character. 
then is the character of the Gov- 
ent of Ireland in normal times? It 
certainly not ‘“‘ Hnglish.’”” There is 
@mnfortunately no common name for that 
fpation (in the sense of ‘‘ body politic ’’) 
which is the United Kingdom, for the 
term British (from the Celtic Brythons) 
As repudiated by the Irish. The United 
Kingdom is constituted of four self- 
, Bonscious nations, each of which sends 
Pepresentatives to the Imperial Parlia- 
Mmént. In the case of two of these na- 
tions the union was effected by acts 
passed simultaneously in their separate 
Parliaments, acts which were of the na~ 
ture of international treatiés very much 
ike in principle those which bound the 
American States into their great federa- 
tion, though unlike in their provisions 
‘and results. 
; In the case of Ireland this treaty has 
een so well observed by the “ pre- 
@ominant partner ” that, in spite of the 
@hrinkage of the Irish population and 
the vast growth of the British, Ireland 
with its 4,000,000 or so of inhabitants 
--eturns forty-eight more members to 
‘Parliament than the County of London 
with its population of approximately 
8,000,000. 

It is argued that, even if the Parlia- 
ment have thus an international charac- 
ter, the English representatives so pre- 
i@ominate in it that control of, the Gov- 
ernment is practically English, a con- 
ielusion which @nglishmen with a Welsh 
‘Prime Minister and a Scotch-Irish leader 
f the House (not to mention the mem- 
‘ories of the days When the Irish held the 
balance between the parties) will be in- 
clined to dispute. But be this as it may, 
under the acts of union which amal- 
gamated the legislative bodies Ireland 
and Scotland alike retain their separate 
and native administrative and judicial 
systems, : 

What Is Dublin Castle? 

In Ireland the administrative system is 
‘eentred in Dublin Castle. Mrs. Green 
Pours out the vials of her scorn and 
‘wrath upon this venerable pile and its 

. voccupants, and for this partisan purpose 
the word ‘‘ castle ’’ does indeed sound 
conveniently like ‘‘ bastile.’’ Her read- 
ers will doubtless picture to themselves 
a frowning fortress bristling with guns 
and inhabited by bloody-minded British 
gatraps commanding hordes of myrmi- 
dons ready to execute their ruthless or- 
ders after the style of the axemen of 
‘the. Irish kings before ‘the Normans 
came. What is the real Castle? It is the 
collective name given to the whole group 
of buildings, the Lord Lieutenant’s town 
sresidence and the Government offices 
‘ottiipying the site of the old Royal Cas- 
tle, of which only one badly disfigured 
Worman tower survives. It is inhab- 
ited during office hours by officials as 
efficient as officials usually are and 
rather more amiable. With the excep- 
tion of the Chief Secretary they are (or 
were until quite recently) Irish to a 
man, and the Chief Secretary would be 
Irish, too, as the Secretary for Scotland 
ts a Scot, but for the refusal of the rep- 
resentatives of the majority of the Irish 
‘people to take office. And even the 
Chief Secretary is not nécessarily Eng- 


lish. The late Secretary MacPherson is/| li 


a Scot and Secretary Sir Hamar Green- 
wood is a Canadian. The Administra- 
‘tion of Ireland is not English; indeed, 
there are probably more Irish officials 
in Grest Britafn than there are English- 
men in Ireland. 

. I-hold no brief for the Castle system. 
‘The methods by which all Irish adminis- 
trative business tends to become blocked 
in the narrow channels of the sécretariat 
Jeads to delays and irritations and I can 
conceive that the Union might have 
worked better had there been more dras- 
tic reform of the traditional mechanism. 
But it is a long step from this to accus-

Beginning of the “ Reprisals.” 


That for a year’and a half from the 
first attack upon them, in January, 1919, 
the R. I. C. behaved with exemplary 
patience speaks well for the discipline 
and sense of duty of this body of brave 
Irishmen. But when in the late Sum- 
mer of last year the disfigured body of 
a@ very popular District Inspector was 
carried into the police station at Bal- 
briggan they ‘‘ saw red ’’ and that night 
the houses of the Sinn Fein leaders in 
the town went up in flames. It was the 
beginning , of “‘ reprisals.” No decent 
man anywhere can approve of reprisals 
-in the-abstract. They are at best a 
painful necessity when the ordinary 
processes of Givilized law have hopé- 
Phevae! broken down, and their ultimate 
ued ication can only.be their success 
n restoring the: ordinary processes of 
law. I have neither the inclination nor 
space to enlarge on the subject, but fn 
asking the American public to suspend 
their judgment and not to allow them- 
selves to. be carried away by Mrs. 
Green's rhetoric, I would call attention 
to two things. The first is that an Irish 
Judge said tome recently that in a 
country Mke Ireland iuot:.one of these 
ambushes,of soldiers and police could 
be prepar Without 
twenty milés around being aware of it. 
The second is the curious and significant 
fact that while seventeen Bishops of the 
Church of England have signed: a pro- 
test against reprisals no word of pro- 
test has come from the: Bishops of the 
Protestant Church. of Ireland, -either in- 
dividually or collectively;-nor from the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland. Is it 
that they are less Christian or that they 
know their own country and country- 
men better and realize that in etrtatn 
unhappy circumstances terror must. be 
met by terror? . : 

Mrs. Greeh says that in the Irish méve- 
ment there has been ‘‘ no aggression and 
no hostility, except distaste for violent 
men, etc.’* The rising of 1916 was, ac- 
cording to her, a spontaneous -revolt 
caused by the ‘‘ malignancy” 6f the 
Government though she is caréfut to 
avoid defining the character of this ma- 

gnancy. The Government was ‘ malig- 
nant ’’ when “‘ the wisest of Chief Secre- 
taries’’ (obviously Birrell) was in office! 
I was in Ireland during 1915, and .what 
I saw filled me with misgivings, In 
the North were the Ulster volunteers— 
or such as had not gone to war. . In the 
South were the National Volunteers 
sredsaaitites), Irish Volunteers (Sinn 

ein), and the citizens’ army founded by 

Jim Larkin. All of these forces were 
now fully armed and the Government 
took no steps whatever to limit their 
operations. Indeed, trusting in the Irish 
leaders’ declaration that the defense of 
Ireland might be safelyleft to the Na- 
tional Volunteers, the Government had 
denuded the: country of troops. The 
Irish Volunteers paraded often in, the 
streets of Dublin and on one occasion 
actually carried out a full dress re- 
hearsal of an ‘attack on the castle while 
the bloodthirsty police looked on. 


Responsibility for First Bloodshed. 
’ It was the Irish Volunteers and citi- 
zens’ army that began the sorry tale of 
bloodshed in Ireland. When on the beau- 
tiful morning of Easter Monday, 1916, 


‘3 armed men paraded in the streets the 


citizens thought it was merely the usual 
* playboy” business. ‘They were soon 
undeceived. ‘The operations began. with 
a series of brutal murders. <A’ poor 
carter was shot in Stephen’s Green be- 
cause he resisted the requisitioning of 
his cart. Everything in uniform was 
shot without warning—policemen, un- 
armed officers, wounded soldiers, army 
doctors and elderly loyal volunteers re- 
turning wnarmed from field drill. 

But I do not intend to tell the story of 
the rebellion, desiring only to make it 
clear upon whom the first blood guilti- 
ness rests. or the Ulster Volunteers

Results of the Uprising. 

Mrs, Green is éven more hopelesaly 
wrong in her account. of. what followed 
the rebellion.

Some of 
the executed leaders, perhaps all, wére 
disinterested enthusiasts. Thomas Mac- 
Donagh and Patrick Pearse were both 
known as poets of some promise, while 
e communist James Connolly, a man 
of character and piaius, had labored 
long in what he believed te be interesta 
of the Irish working classes. Yet, if 
inexpedient, the sentences 
these men were 
codes of all civilized. nations. At a@ 
time when thousands of Irishmen were 
fighting for Ireland and the BHEmpife 
against the Germans these men had con- 
spired with Germany to stab them in 
&@ back. How could the Government 
know they would be regarded as mar- 
tyrs? Indeed, the’ Nationalist corpora- 
ons all over Ireland were busy passin 
resolutions condemning ‘‘ this mad an 
wicked rebellion.’’ How could any one 
tell that these same corporations would 
presently bé hailing its authors as na- 
tional heroes and: bestowing freedom of 
their cities on its surviving leaders?

Full Pardon for Those in Revolt. 


Let Americans mark this well. These 
people were restored to the full rights 
of citizenship.

There was no “ironclad oath ”* such as 
the north impdsed on the rebels of the 
south after the American Civil War. 


No Sinn Feiners tc vote or to hold offic 
had to swear allegiance to the Unit 
Kingdom, still less to affirm that in 
taking part in the rebellion they had 
been guilty of ‘‘ felony and treason.”

De Valera and his followers simpl) 

ut down this policy of the Government 

o fear and acted accordingly. They 
continued the work which the collapse 
of the rebellion had interrupted. Fed by 
funds contributed by the enemies of 
England all over the world, they per- 
fected their organization while that of 
the Natfonalists decayed. The _ result 
was seen in-the election of 1918 when 
the Sinn Fein swept three-quarters of 
the country. John Redmond, hooted and 
hissed by the cornerboys of Dublin 
had already: died of a broken heart. it 
is the common lot of Irish leaders. 

Tre reasons for the success of Sinn 
Fein in 1918 were various. Doubtless 
the ‘‘ blood of the martyrs’ had done 
its work, but there were many other 
factors as well. The Nationalists had 
ruined their cause, by agreeing to a 
temporary exclusion of Ulster which 
seemed a victory for the hated north 
and was denounced as the “ partition 
of Ireland.’’ Something also was due to 
weariness of the corruption of the old 
Nationalist Party with its dependence 
on ‘‘Gombeen men ”’ and publicans, and 
its monoply. of officers and patronagé 
which the younger men coveted. More 
was due to fear of ‘‘ conscription.” 

But: the: hardfisted farmer class were 
above all won :over by: the Sinn Fein 
assertion, repeated on a hundred plat- 
forms, that an independent Ireland 
would escape war taxation and be re- 
lieved of the whole burden of the Na- 
tional debt! 

Add to this that, as I am told, the 
dcad voted in large numbers, that many 
known opponents of Sinn Fein did not 
vote because they did not wish to he 
dead, and ignorant voters profoundly 
ignorant of the secrecy of the ballot 
were faced at the ballot booths by solid 
phal es of electors, it is not surpris- 
ing. ow far it represented the per- 
manent attitude of the Irish people is 
another matter. 


Sinn Fein Sets Up a Government.

Casement Sent Him a Message for 
Cohalan When German Spy Was 
Captured in Ireland.

LONDON, Jan. 9.—A large part of the 
White Paper of the British Government, 
published with . documents illustrating. 
the connection between the Sinn Fein 
and the Germans, is devoted to Irish- 
American plots on American soil, Sir 
Roger Casement, Judge Cohalan, Count 
von Bernstorff afid John Devoy figute 
prominently in its pages. 

Devoy, 88) the introduction, was 
“during the* war the chief agent in 
America, for communication betwéen 
Germany and the Sinn Fein, and was 
described by von Skal, one of Count von 
Bernstorff’s staff in Washington, a4 
their ‘confidential agent.’

The German Embassy in Washington 
cabled the Berlin Foreign Office on 
Sept; 25, 1914: : : 

“I. am telegravhing because written 
reports are too unsafe. I do not think 
it necessary in thes matter to be too 
much exercised about American publi 
opinion, as we are most likely to fin 
friends: here if-we give freedom to op- 
pressed peoples such as thé Poles, Finns 
and Irish.

Message Casement to Cohalan. 


Zimmermann, from the German For 
eign Office, reported to Bernstorff the 
safe arrival of Casement, and on Nov.

The German Foreign Office then 
authorized the issue of a leaflet concern- 
ing its intentions, which was published 
in Berlin and America and sent in large 
quantities to Ireland. It read: 

“The German Government repudiates 
the evil intentions attributed to it in 
statements referred to by Sir Roger 
Casement and takes this opportunity 
to give categorical assurance that the 
German Government desires only the 
welfare of the Irish people, their coun- 
try and their institutions. The Im- 
perial Government formally declares 
that under no circumstances would Ger- 
many invade Ireland with a view to its 
ioe Pan or the overthrow of’ any native 
institutions in that country. Should the 
fortune of this great war, that was not 
of Germany's seeking, ever bring in i 
course German troops to thé shores o 
Ireland, they would land there, not as 
ah army of invaders, to pillage and de- 
stroy, but as forces of a: Government 
that is inspired by goodwill toward the 
country and le, for whom Germany 
desires only national prosperity and na- 
tional freedom.’’ 

Casement meanwhile was trying to 
communicate with Ireland by means of 
a@ woman in London, forward ng through 
her hs letter to Professor McNeill. He 
wrote: 

“Send this on by hand. Read it if

With 
much love and ection from the Man 
of Three Cows.

en America entered the war on 
April 4, 1917, Professor Kuno Meyer re- 
turned to Germany and founded the 
German-Irish Society, which received a 
congratulatory message from the.

After America entered the war the Ger- 
man Embassy at Madrid became the 
medium of communication ‘with Ireland, 
and there were plots to send arms on a 
submarine or on the Moewe.

BARON HAYASHI ON LIMITING 
ARMAMENTS. 

Between the lines of the interview 
with Baron HayasuHiI in London may 
be rgad the apprehension that naval 
expansion in the United States is 
aimed at Japan; and when the Baron, 
attributing self-righteousness to the 
United States, says that ‘‘ the most, 
'* righteous sometimes lapse ‘through 
‘* pride or aberration, and wisdom 
‘* preseribes that provision should be 
‘* made against such lapses,” hé ac- 
counts. for the Japanese program 
whith, falls for a formidable ‘first ithe 
of’ battle in 1927.

Great 
Britain in the years preceding. the 
great war. The German Admitalty 
always denied that parity with the 
British fleet was its purpose+in fact, 
it pleaded inability to match construc- 
tion with the British, ship for ship; 
but it announced a policy. of creating 
so strong a navy that if Great Britain 
should he the aggressor she would be 
made tq pay the cost. in the loss of 
most of her capital ships in action. 
When the war .ended, it,was niain- 
tained, Great Britain would have 
ceased to be a.first-class naval Power. 
Simfarly Baron HarasHi says that 
Japar lacks the resources to compete 
with the United States in naval ex- 
pansion, but she ‘‘ cannot consent to,

” Mr, “Hybsox. Maxim, the inventor, 
is by no means the inyentor of the 
theory that prohibition ‘‘ has beer one 
i of the greatest promoters of ‘crime

The figures made. public cover ex- 
penditures by average families in only 
eight cities, Baltimore, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, Detroit, New York, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco and.

The average cost of living in the eight 
cities at the beginning of the.new year

UPHOLDS HIGHER GAS RATE. 


Judge Hough Says Legislature 
Should Fix an Equitable Price. 


In dismissing a motion by the ‘ve 
torney General and the Public Service 
Commission to modify or revoke an in- 
junction restraining them from attempt- 
ing to force the Kings County Lighting 


Company to charge no more for its gas 
than ge statutory rate, Federal Judge 
Hough suggested that it was the duty 
of the Legislature, the rate making 
body, to establish a rate that was fair 
and equitable. 

‘It’ can now be seen,” said Judge 
Hough, ‘‘as thé deliberatep ractice of 
the only_rate making authority existing 
in the State, namely the Legislature, 
to cause one of t things to occur, 
either the public ufilities, in the posi- 
tion of the present plaintiff. must perish 
or become emaciated by financial dis- 
ease, or else that a condition of regu- 
lative chaos shall be encouraged, which 
is the. necessary and inevitable result 
of any effort on the part of judicial 
bodies to fix rates. They may and do 
pronounce upon the results of existing 
rates. That is all I am judicially in- 
terested in.’ 

In reference to the present charge of 
the company, $1.50 a thousand cubic 
feet. the Court said: 

‘IT am o fthe opinion that a twenty- 
five per cent profit (which is the dif- 
ference between $1.20 and §1. 50) is a 
profit on anything not so grossly in- 
equitable as to, shock the conscience of

Swill he that of the Schedule Commit- 
‘tee, assigning the, dates and places for 
the principal tournaments of next Sum- 
mer leading up to the men’s national 
singles charapionship*and the chellenge 
round for the Davis Cup. 

The arrangement of this schedule i 
one of.the most difficult tasks confront- 
ing’ any coinmittee in the. associ. ~ion. 
Not onty must the needs of the players 
be considerdd, so that the successive 
events will aid them in’ preparing for 
the final championships without allow~ 
ing them to go’ stale, but the demands 
of the various clubs presenting grass 
court: fixtures must be taken into se- 
rious consideration. To execute this 

k with entire fairness to the tennis 
publics of New York, Boston, Philadél- 
phia, Newport, Southampton and Sea- 
bright, -which are. the. scenes annually 
of the leading lawn events, from late 
July to early September, requires & 
large amount of tact and diplomacy. 

With the idea of assisting the Sched- 
ule Committee in its labors, an informal 
meeting was held in the’ offices of the 
national association, in which Paul B. 
Williams, ‘the association’s Field Secre- 
tary, sought the. opinions of those who 
follow the sport in the newspapers. The 
length and scope of the discussion were 
testimony in themeselves to the delicacy 
and difficulty of the problem presented. 
As a result of the meeting, however, 2 
wholly unofficial and tentative schedule 
was devised to run as follows: 

Monday, Aug. A, Seabright Invitation ; 
Aug. 8, Newport: Invitation; Aug. 15, 
Southampton Invitation; Aug. 22, Na- 
tional Doubles Championship; Aug. 29, 
National Women’s Championship; Sept. 
5, Challenge Round for the Davis Cup; 
se 12, National Men's Singles. It was 
believed that either the third or the 
fourth week of July would ‘prove accept- 
able to the Longwood Tennis and Cricket 
Club for the annual singles event on 
the Longwood Courts at Chestnut Hill, 
Boston..-The completion of the National 
‘Clay Court Tournament in the West 
would come at such.a time wndoubtedly 
as to permit the players to appear bo 
in that event and at Longwood. 


Glves Desired Sequence. 


The intent of this schedtle from the 
standpoint of the probable entrants is 
obvious. ‘The four events starting at 
Longwood and ending at Southampton 
would present the players with an ad- 
mirable opportunity .to key their games 
to the desired standard for the national 
championships to follow. .Indubitably 
not all of the topnotchers would enter 
all of the invitation. events. In. that 
there. would be the danger of their be- 
coming ‘‘ over-tennised.’’ But their en- 
tries would, {n the natural course, be 
scattered through in such wise as to as- 
sure the tennis publics represented of 
strong competition in each case. No 
more than that could be expécted of any 
{list where the big evénts are of neces- 
{sity so closely clustered. . 

Then following the tuning-up processes 
in the invitation. events would come the 
first of the national championships’ on 
grass, All the leaders, woul in, that 
tournament. Thereafter the ould de- 
sire a week of .rest for the tests to 
follow. That week would be devoted to 
the women’s championships. “Then, on 
three days of the week following, would 
come the challenge round matches for 
the Davis Cup. 

The Davis Cup matches might desir- 
Lably be started on Monday, Sept.. 5. 
which is Labor Day. That date would 
assure an enormous gatc, no matter 
where the matches were held. . Even 
on the following days the problem of a 
gate would take care of itself in the case 
of matches of such supreme importance. 
Then, with due allowances for the possi- 
ble intervention of rain, there should 
be two or three days of rest at least 
intervening between the Davis’ Cup 
matches and the commencement of the 
national singles. 

A large amount of argument arose 
as to whether the Davis Cup salonge 
round or national singles should e 
placed at the end ofthe schedule. 
Whichever were dene, would there not 
be an anti-climax? The concensus 

as that instead of an anti-climax 
there would be two climaxes, where 
events of such supreme importance 
to tennis world were in question. In- 
terest would hold. over from one to the 
other with no possibility of dimunition. 
Moreover, the two events would be held 
in different cities. . 

The opinion was unanimous that the 
challenge reund for the Davis Cup was 
by all odds the most imporgant event 
of the season. Tennis followers every- 
where would hold to that belief. And 
by the schedule. arrangement indicated, 
the two teams concerned could approach 
these matches. fresh and at the top of 
their form, ‘Coming after the national 
singles that.might not be so-.conceivabte. 
Moreover, with a few days of rest, the 
players in the Davis Cup champoinship 
tie could still retain their best form for 
the singles test to follow. 


The Selection ef citfes. 


The question of‘ where these various 
events should be held presented a prob- 
lem even more delicate. Whatever ar- 
rangement is made, there is likely to be 
a certain amount of disgruntlement “in 
cities, hoping for the most important of 
the events. The arrangement suggested 
at the meeting mentioned was to award 


the national singles to Philadelphia, 
which has lon een angling for the 
event; to give Boston the intercollegiate 
and women’s championships, an to 
save the national doubles and challenge 
round fot the Davis Cup for New York. 
In addition there: would probably be ties 
in the earlier rounds for the Davis. Cup 
to be bestowed, and there Boston, Pitts- 
burgh and some of the Western tennis 
centres would. be considered. What 
those ties will be cannot of course be 
known until after the entries have closed 
on March 15, the draw made, and the 
.question determined of the country iin 
which the preliminary ties will be held. 

Other cities, and probably Boston in 
particular, are not likely to regard the 
foregoing suggestion of sites with entire 
favor. Boston newspapers have already 
referred with something of bitterness to 
the apparent desire of New York to 

ther in the choicest of the plums. 
ere will be no intent to discriminate 
against the Longwood Club, with ft 
| eminent qualifications in one of the fin- 
est tennis publics of the land, as well as 
the best of court accommodations, But 
there the question enters of where the 
interest of the National Association as 
a whole lies. : 

The question of expenses to the asso6- 
ciation is vitally important. This year's 
p inca for the Davis Cup in land and 

ustralasia was expensive. ‘aken in 
consideration with the lean war’ years 
that preceded, the good of the associa- 
tion and of the game as a whole in the 
administration of the association's bene- 
fits demands a careful attention to the 
need for replenishing the treasury. . 

.The answer has seemed simple. New 
York has the’ largest tennis public ‘n 
the land. This has been shown repeat-’ 
edly in the record ‘‘ gates’’ at Forest 
Hills. If the matches are sufficiently 
important, attendance will be limited 
only by the extent of the aceommoda- 

The expenses involved demand a 
gate in the Davis Cup matches. 
Other nations’ Have to' be gttentive to 
the possibilities of the gate,”just as 
do. The enormous traveling expenses 
make this essential. It.is more than 
possible that certain. of the nations 
would be unable to ‘Compete without 
definite>,assurance of sufficient returns. 
France, in particular, has made anxious 
inquiries in this respect.. Accordingly, 
it is beljeved, in this city at least, that

Although the dis- 
cussions will not be curtailed when they 
are pertinent, Mr: Gompers said, it 
would be the purpose of the officials 
not to pérmit the sessions to drag out 
indefinitely, and the conference may be 
-oncluded before the end of the week. 

Asked what: concrete measures for 
promoting better relations among labor-

Flag of “Royal American Regi- 
ment” Hung by Chapel Altar 
on Governors Island. 


FIELD MARSHAL’S MESSAGE 


Saldiers and Sallors of Both Nations 
and Guards In Uniform At- 
tend the Ceremony. 


The faded, century-and-a-half-old reg- 
imental colors of the King’s Royal 
Rifles, originally the Royal American 
Regiment, were presented by the British. 
Army yesterday afternoon to Trinity 
Church, in which the officers and men 
of the regiment worshipped in pre-Revo- 


‘lutionary days, and were hung over the 


high altar in the Chapel of Saint Cor- 
nelius: the Centurion, on Governors Is- 
land. Hmile A. Hart, great-grandson | 
of General Aaron Hart, Commissary ; 
to General Sir Jeffery Amherst of the 
Royal American Regiment, made the 
presentation, and the Rev. William T. 
Manning, rector of Trinity Church, ac- 
cepted the colors as a ‘* reconsecration 
of that sacred fellowship between Great 
Britain and America on which the peace 
and hope of the world depend.’’ 

The Royal American Regiment was 
the only British regiment ever recruited 
on American soil, said Dr. Manning. 


‘Although the officers were British, the 


rank and file consisted of Americans. 
The regiment played an important part 
in the Colonial history of- the United 
States and took part in the capture of 
Governors Québec and Montreal, while 
vernors Island was the depot of bem 
iment from 1756 to 1783. The colo 
which are the original ones of the re 
ment, are of gray silk, with roses and 
thistles and the initials of the regiment 
embroidered in cream-colored silk. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon a de- 
tachment of the 22d Infantry, stationed 
on Governors Island, marched in their 
tin helmets with the regimental band,- 
to the chaplain’s quarters on the Island, 
and received the old colors.

BEGIN BIGGEST RADIO PLANT 


Deschamps Lays Cornerstore of the 
Sainte Assise Station. 


SAINTE ASSISE, France;, Jan. 9.— 
Louig Deschamps, Under Secretary of 
State for Posts and Telegraphs, laid the 
coornerstone today of what is designed 
to be: the most powerful radio station in 
the world, capable of transmitting with 
two sending instruments 24,000 words 
hourly ortreceiving and deciphering 60,- 
000 words hourly on five. instruments. 
The alternating system will be used. 

The Lafayette Station, which is now 
the most powerful, has a maximum 
range of 15,000 miles, but experience has 
shown, according to the Ministry, that 
it cannot be depended upon for more 
than 4,500 miles regularly, being unable, 
for instance, to work satisfactorily with 
Argentina. The Sainte Assise Station, 
when completed, in 1923, will, it is cal- 
culated, work easily and regularly with 
all stations in the world. 

The station will be erected for the 
Compagnie Generale Telegraphe Sansfil 
(General Wireless Telegraph Company). 
Thirty per cent. of the capital invested 
in the company is English and 70 per 
cent. French, ghe French Cable Company 
holding 20 per cent. of the total capital. 
The company has a working agreement 
with the American fo Corporation. 

The striking physical features of th 
plant wll be sixteen steel towers 82 
feet high. A number of special tele- 

raph, wires will connect the station with 
the pe ba) pelegraph offices.

THE HAGUB, Jan. 9.—There has been 
ominous silence in the Dutch press for 
Many months on everything concerning 
the Hohenzollerns, but insinuations of 
the Socialist press here and. in Germany 
regarding the ex-Crown Prince’s: courier 
service has again brought up the old 
issue of the ex-royal refugee’s position 
in Helland. 

The Telegraaf observes apropos of the 
constant rumors concerning the ex- 
Crown Prince’s courier service that 
while the Dutch Government is obvious- 
ly convinced that its measures are a 
sufficient guarantee, these cannot be 
absolutely decisive, as they depend to a 
large extent on the Crown Prince not 
abusing the confidence placed in him. 

The Telegraaf cites as an example the 
fact that the ex-CGrown Prince’s corre- 
spondence with his wife is uncensored, 
and asserts that there has been a cer- 
tain change ‘of attitude on the part of 
the Government recently ; declaring that 
the Premier now maintains that both the 


ex-Kaiser. and his son can leave the 
country when. they please, and 
moreover it would be agreeable to the 
Government should they choose to do so. 

This opinion is also maintained by 
Professor Bles, who drew up the Gov- 
ernment report on the juridical poaition 
of the ex-royal refugees, but which was 
never published.

With the opening of the 1921 
paige | season only eight weeks away 
and ustry and trade showing signs 
of returning vivacity, building material, 
and equipment interests are not cuite so 
prone just now to bow their backs to 
the lower-price lash. 

The heaviest kind of pressure has been 
exerted, according to the Dow Service 
Daily Building Reports, in the building 
industry to bend the building material 
and equipment price levels, but up. to 
the present, there has been no general 
evidencé outside of common brick, hi- 
seed ofl nad a few items in lumber wh- ; 
“went to excessive price altitudes: during 
and ‘immediately following the war, of 
sweeping general price slashes in vu: 
ing materials. 

Investigation, investment ostracism 
and even money pressure in the form of 
frozen-bank credits have not been wi 
adequate to put building material prices 
back to pre-war levels, at which the 
prospective builder séts his mark as a 
condition of his proceeding at once with 
construction. While some ‘price reduc- 
tions have taken place, almost as many 
. other items have advanced, as demand is 
beginning to take the place of inactivity.
